Tuesday was another field day in both 


Houses on the silver question, Vance 
being the principal speaker in th« Sen- 
ate and Reagan in the House. 


Senator Vance said that he had heard 


many cases argued in schoolboy clubs 
and in cross-roads debating societies; he 
had heard pUae made from the tiil-ead 
of gingerbread carts and had read endless 
platitudes in th* Congressional Record, 
but he had never met or seen a worse 
abuse of logic or a feebler attempt to 
outrage common sense than the argu- 
ments used by onr bankers, bondholders 
and gold men geneially in tb* discussion 
of this ailver question. Th« rapacity of 
avarice, he said, wasjso repugnant to the 
moral sense of mankind that it alwayi 
•ought to disguise its ugliness by assum- 
ing th» garb of virture. So the bond- 
holders and bankers told c> they wanted 
ailver coinage stopped—not for their 
own advantage—Ob, no! but for the 
•ake 7f the poor -workingmen, whom 
they preferred to their own chisfest jo;. 
Vance ridiculed this pretension, and 
aaid th* war on silver wan in the interest 
not of those who labor, but of those who 


ever become th» defender of the mo- 
nopolies anil corporations and money 
kings, as against th» rights of the peo- 
ple, it would cease to be the Democratic 
party, and the people would have to 
look elsewh«re for ihe guardianship, 
protection and defense of their righti. 


Wednesday afternoon Coke called up 


Beck's silver resolution, and addressed 
the Senate on it. The question of the 
suspension of silver coinage, Coke said, 
was of such transcendent importance 
that the arguments of tha President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the 
subject should be considered on their 
intrinsic merits, and should not be in- 
fluenced by the fact that they were ar- 
guments coming from high officials of 
the Government. Suspension Coke rei 
gsrdecl as tantamount to a complete 
stoppage of our silver coinage. 
Silver 


he said, bad not depreciated, but gold 
had risen in value. He showed by sta 
tistics that, taking ninety leading ar 
tides of merchandise, there has been an 


•peculate in money. 


In reply to the statement 
that the 


paople would not take the silver dollar, 
and that when issued it had always 
come back to the Treasury, Vance con- 
tended that the law required our officers 
to pay it out and if it came back again 
to cay it out. If the officers of the 
Government had done their duty and 
complied with the laws, thero would 
iave been no difficulty with the silver 
dollar. They had refused to pay it ont. 
'There had never been.snolher iistaac* 
in otr history in which our officers had 
boldly taken on themselves absolute 
discretion as to whether they would exe- 
•nte or not execute the law. 
The 


money lords of the time were the con- 
trollers of our monetary affairs. These 
•were the successors of the feudal lords 
x>[ the middle ages, but the? did not 
have the eame class of persons to deal 
with. "Of one thing I can aesure them," 
Vance said i» conclusion, "that is, that 
in this country, where the people rule, 
•ailver is not going to be demonetized." 


Representative Reagan's speech in 


(ii* House was a long and carefully pre- 


average fall of twenty-six per cent, since 
1870, while there bad been a fall of only 
twenty-three per cent, in silver bullion, 
It was, therefore, an abuse of terms to 
say that ailver had depreciated. Silver 
constituted one-half th* quantity of all 
coin in the world, and th* stoppage of 
its coinage would deprive the world of 
one-half of its coin supply, and wonld 
double.th* purchasing power of the 
other half. This would b» an enormous 
contraction. England's income 
frora 


her fowign trade was $500,000,000 an- 
nually. 
She was a creditor country and 


wanted her debtors to pay her iu gold; 
that i», she wanted dear money—monej 
that would have the largest purchasing 
power. When Germany had secured 
$1,200,000,000 in gold from France she 
demonetized silver for the same reason 
that England did. It was done upon 
cold calculation of self-interest. The 
same reason actuated the creditors of 
these United Slates in th* section wh*re 
the big bank and large bondboMeis 
were. Th* fight against silver was a 
fight against the peopl* by th* banks 
and bondholders. It was a fight against 
labor. Had Andrew Jackson been in 
the White House at any time since 1878 
the silver question would bav* been 
settled. He would have executed tl>e 
lavs of the United States, and wonld 
have faken by the throat tbe conspiracy 
against those laws. The officers of our 
Government had failed to btat* the 
whole truth in regard to onr silver oil- 


pared 
He advocated the douul* 


.itaudard of value, condemning the na- 
jiouiil banking system and arguing in 
favor of applying a portion of th* sur. 
plus in the Treasury to the gradul pay- 
ment of the pnblio debt. H* earnestly 
combntted the proposition to suspend 
coinage of the eilv«r dollar, maintaining 
.that such a course wonld only have th* 
affect of making a few millionaires and 
of adding largely to th* army of tramps 
and paapers. Ho profoundly regretted 
tkat there should be difftirencbS within 
the Democratic party ou the silver ques- 
tion. The President in his message and 
the Secretary of Ihe Treasury in his re- 
port had taken statesmanlike views of 
many questions, but on tbis question 
be could not agree with them. He must 
follow the traditions and principles of 
the Democratic party and uphold tbe 
interest of th* people. The Democratic 
parly was now on trial. Tae Republi- 
can party had been turned out ot pow«r 
because it had abandoned the people on 
all the great questions, such an tariff, 
interstate commerce and the coinage ot 
ailver, and hail betrayed its trust to the 
money powers. The Democratic party 
bad come into power because it had re- 
fused and diaounced tbis course. Now 
leading Democrats were found asking 
that the Democrats, as a party, take 
noon this question the very position 
that led to the downfall of th* Republi- 
can party as a party. Would it rtc this? 
If it did, tbe Democrats ought all to 
join th* Republican party, for on this 
question there wonld be no difference 
between tbe two parties. If it did, the 
Democratic party ought to cease to «x 
ist. 
It had been tbe party of the peo 


pie, resisting monopoly all thiongb its 
history and defending and protecting 


be rights of its people. It it should

oulation. They wall know tint there 
were to-day ten dollars of silver in cir- 
culation to onto of gold coin, and that 
three-qoaiters of the silver in the Treas- 
ury were represented by silver certifi- 
cates in active circulation among the 
people, maintaining prices and wages. 
Every form of our mocey except na- 
tional bank notes has been boldly de- 
nounced by onr Treasury officials. 
It 


they had their way we should be at the 
mere; of the national banks. Mr. Coke 
said he had made BO war on bondhold- 
er! or on bank men. They were DO 
worse and no better than the average of 
men, but they should never be permit- 
ted 
to dictate our financial polity 


against Ihe interests of the people. Tl.e 
President and Secretary of the Treasiny 
professed to favor the use of boih gixd 
ind silver, but declare that the amount 
of silver already coined was unminh, 
and that if we continued to coin it goki 
would leave the country. Tbis siate- 
msnt was made in fac«j of the (act that 
in 1878 when the coinage of silver dollar* 
was ordered, there was in the Uuittul 
States only $244,000,000 iu gold, waite 


At the rate of $2,000,000 a month it 


would takt us fifteen years to get $575,- 
000,000, which is less than the amount 
claimed by anybody to be the circula- 
tion of France. The coinage of silver, 
Coka eaid, should be free, as wan the 
coinage otgold. American silver should 
b» placed on an exact equality with gold 
everywhere. 
But 
whether 
right or 


wrong as to free coinage, Coke said we 
should insist that onr Government offi- 
cials should execute the laws. Coke re- 
viewed th» history of our bond legisla- 
tion to show that bonds wero payable 
in "coin" and that the joint resolution 
introduced in the Senate in 1878 by 
Stanley Matthew*, and passed by a two- 
thirds vote of both Houses of Congress 
declared it to be entirely consistent with 
publio faith, under the contract, to pay 
the bonds in silver. But nobody asked 
that they bo paid exclusively in silver. 
All 
that was asked was for our 


officers to treat silver as they treated 
gold. We want no more reports from 
them saying silver cannot be got into 
circulation when, in violation of the 
law, the Treasury Department refuses 
to pay it out and allow bonds that 
ought to be paid to remain outstanding 
while keeping locked in the vaults of the 
Treasury millions on 
millions that 


ingbt to 65 in circulation. 


Fngh resumed his remarks on the 


Beck silver resolution. The London 
press, he said, had joined the money 
kings of our Eastern States i» demand- 
ing of Congress the suspension of silver 
coinage. 
They want to sweep away 


•very kind of money but gold. Then, 
indeed, we should have no God but 
gold, and no kings but the national 
banks, silvnr, Pugh insisted, had not 
been treated fairly, either by our public 
officers or bunks, but has held up well in 
spue af them. 
Whenever silver gets 


the same treatment as gold under the 
natural law* of t-upply and demand, and 
if then it would not hold its own Pngh 
would deem the controversy settled. 
Bat he had no doubt that silver would 
come ont right iu any case. Pogh ex- 
pressed hi» willingness to support any 
change in the existing law that would 
withdraw any paper cm rency unde.- $10 
or even $20, so a' to give the entire Hold 
for the us* of small bills or small change 
to silver and silver certificates.
